He 
laid that uo printing nf anything but 
mhool hooka ahould bedoue at the eUta 
printing otlice after July 7th. lie de- 
clared, however, that up to that date 
all such printing aa referred to could be 
performed there.

"If it isclosed ineitie of ninety days," 


eaid he, "I will RRH that we have a new 
state printer.

The Governor further said that Pro-

the case. He further stated that the 
university could at any and all times 
print whatever waa necessary for its 
work.

WASHINGTON*, May 21.—The cabinet 


meeting today was interesting because 
tbe principal subject under discussion 
was our relations toward Cuba.

erday. Justice Albrecht of Fowler 
resided in place of J udpe E. H.Tucker. 
The proceedinga wero highly interest- 
iK. After tbe testimony hatl all been 
itroduced Judge Albrecht instructed 
ie jury to acquit. Thia raised a pro- 
eat from Judge Tucker, who was in 
ourt, aud the jury refused to obey the 
rder of Justice Albrecht. They were 
nable to agree, standing nix to six. 
lhe action of the Bis: jurors will avail 
othingif Judge Albrecht exercises hia 
rerogative to diatuiea the case. Thero 
/aa a great array of attorneys at 
he trial. Jamea A. Barns and W, 
5. Good represented the prosecution, 
jvhich was mHtiKated by a man named 
Irown. The attorneys for tbe defend- 
nta were E. E. Shepard and J. W. 
Aiken of Selma and N. 0. Ooldwell and 
Deputy District Attorney E. A.Will- 
araa of thia city. Mr. Williams was 
ilaced in the sieininEly peculiar official 
oaition of appearing against the people, 
t was hia duty, however, to defend tho 
fficore, who were prosecuted for par- 
orming an act in their official capacity. 


The case grew ont of tho civil auit of 


Green vs. Brown, of which mention was 
made by the REPUBLICAN a abort time 
ago. In the regular manner the officers 
erved an attachment upon a nouae 
iwned by the defendant. They f.on- 
idered it p'ereonal property, and took 
possession ol it. 
Tho dwelling had 


aeu built by Tirown on land belonging 
j Timothy Paige, and there waa an nl- 
pged under stand in E between them that 
t was to be considered personal prop- 
erty, Mr. Brown to have tho richt to 
move it from the land when his lease 
expired. 


The proflecntion contended that the 


bouae was real property, that tho con- 
stables therefore bad no authority to 
seize it and prohibit Brown from the uee 
of it. But it seemed to be clear that 
Brown bad a- contract with Paige to con- 
iider tbo houeo personal property, and 
aeiug aoch the course of the officers, in 
Judge Albrecht'a opinion, was proper, 
tie therefore instructed tho jury to bring 
.n a verdict for the defendants. 


Judge Tucker made quite a speech 


before tho court and jury, remonstrating 
against the fiction o( Justice Albrecht 
in giving what appeared to him to bo a 
radical instruction. Tbe previous pro- 
ceedinga in the case had beeu before 
him. 


The first break from 
the 
Fresno 


county jail in which the escapee cut 
t,heir way ont took place yesterday 
morning about 1 o'clock, when two 
prisoners eawed through tbe grating 
acroaa the top of their cell and escaped 
to the roof and thence to the ground. 
Tbe fugitives are the two robbers, Jamea 
Wilson and Frank Hall, who held up R. 
B. Johnaou and a number of other per- 
sona in this city on the night of Janu- 
ary 2Iet last. Their break from jail 
waa accomplished with the neatness, 
dispatch and boldness of experienced 
and desperate criminals. 


They were the men whom Policeman 


Clifton cave euch a lively chase early 
yesterday morning. Aa eoon as they 
Lad gained their freedom they ran 
south on M street, and in pup?ing the 
Fresno house on Tulare street they 
were heard by the otllcer, who waa eat- 
ing Ins lunch there. Before it waa dis- 
covered that the prisoners bsd escaped 
from the jail it was thought that Olif- 
ton's fugitives had sot the lire which 
destroyed Rev. French's barn on Black- 
etone avenue just about that time. 


Tho robbers brokw out of the fourth, 


cell on the right from the entrance to 
the corridor between tho tanks. They 
had dono con aide! able saving through 
what was supposed to be the hardest 
kind of steel, cutting eix flat hara, each 
an inch wide and three-eighths of an 
inch thick. The tanks are p.ll covered 
with this latticb work of ateel, light aud 
air being admitted to the cells through 
the apertures, which are about an inch 
square.

Mra 
Lara's team was prancing about and th 
other lady dropped the lines of ber bore 
to lift the children ont of the buggy 
Mrs. Lara being too busily engaged in 
controlling the span.

doLara of the appraised valuation of 
,heir estates, ia excess oE $3000. 


County Clerk Ilart was asked hy a 


RKPUULICAN reporter if the inheritance 
:ax bad brought much money to the 
•ounty treasury, and ho answered that 
it had not. In fact the tax haa yielded 
very little revenue here, and it would 
hardlv be worth while to aue to recover 
the amounts paid under it. 


The' supreme court in ito decision said 


that the act waa clearly in violation of 
the constitution inasmuch us it wait au 
attempt to levy an extraordinary tax, 
and also that it provided that the foe BO 
collected ebould be paid into the county 
treasury and ueed for county purposes, 
ty p 


whereas tho legislature is forbidden to 
imon?e taxes for county purposes, 


Tho decision was writteo by Justice 


Beatty and the entire court concurred 
in it. Ia tho decision be said : 
"It is perfectly plain that the legisla- 


ture haa attempted to levy a property 
tax on all estates of decedenta, infanta 
and imcompetentB. 
The ad valorem 


charge for filing the inventory ia in no 
sense a fee, or compensation for the ser- 
vices of the officer, which are the same, 
aa reapectB this matter. In every estate, 
large or small. To call it a fee ia a tranB- 
parent evasion. And it ia not merely an 
inheritance tax or at all analogouH to an 
inheritance tas, as counsel would con- 
tend; for, in the first place, it applies 
not only to the eetatea of decedents, hut 
also to the eotatea of minors aud incom- 
petents under guardianship ; and as to 
the estates of decedents, it applies not tc 
tho distributable residue after payment 
otdabta and expenses of administration, 
but to the whole rody of the estate, and 
would be collectable, if the law were 
valid, from an insolvent estate aa 
well as from one oE equal appraised 
value and with no liabilities."

Deputy Sheriff Pecs left for the prison 
on tho 5.45 train yesterday morning 
with the convict, who stands out aa one 
of tha foremost characters in Califoroia'o 
criminal history, and in the afternoon 
turned him over to the beeping of 
Warden Hale. 


This probably marked the close of one 


of the moat interesting cases that have 
ever been in the Freano courts. Deputy 
Peck performed what ia believed to be 
the last duty required of tho county au- 
thorities in the case, for it ia very im- 
probable that Sanders will make any 
further efforts to regain hia freedom. 
He is now 65 yeara of age, and he wilt 
in all likelihood serve the remainder of 
hie life within the prison walla. 


ProftiSdor Sanders' departure 
from 


Fresno was a quietone. The early hour 
prevented the gathering of curious epec- 
intors that would otherwise h:wo been 
present to see tho celebrated criminal 
lor the lust time.
